Now on War Service 





Third largest ship afloat, the 81,235-ton Queen Mary, former Cunard 
White Star luxury liner, has a fine wartime record as a troopship. How 
many times she has made the Atlantic crossing is strictly ‘‘sh-sh"’, but 
these days she is carrying many more than her pre-war passenger accom- 
modation of 2,075. This port bow view of the Queen Mary in her war paint 
shows her tremendous size: overall length, 1018 feet; height from keel 
to masthead, 234 feet. Practically ‘straphanging” across the Atlantic 
are these thousands of Britain-bound troops (below), massed on deck for 
practice boat drill. Because the ship is carrying so many more than it 
was designed for, a loud speaker system helps to regulate the swarming 
crowds in the alleyways and on the stairs, especially at mealtime in 
the first-class dining room—now a messhall for troops. Former first- 
class twin-bedder cabins are equipped with narrow double-tiered steel 
bunks and sleep six. Public rooms, including the cocktail lounge, are 
converted to bunk-houses for troops. Many more sleep on the floor of the 
promenade deck. The smoking room has become a well-equipped hospital.
